surveillance of the Poet office department, although there are three or four 
other issues th- t have bean examined but against which no action hes b en 
taken* This issue was banned but it was the opinion of Mr. entael that the 
story on the ■ irth of s baby w«s r sponsible. I pointed out the reproductions 
of srt work 1 this issue, bu - he thought they were not responsible* 

l gathered fr- m ay talk with Mr. 'entsel that the ’ ctlon of th® 
postmaster is automatic and that it was sot pursuant to any out si e pressure* 
Mr. Hessell showed me a copy of the July issue with the banned prrts marked 
end they ere the smell reproduction in th© table of content® and th® full- 
page color photo. Subsequent to my telephone call, ’ got throu 1 to the State 
Department and to Kramer. . Briefly, Kr user refuses to let us have the - ; rane- , 
cript but will probably let us see it. 

If I don’t enclose memoranda op. the above two interviews ia this
